Italy:  Prague 


The  trip  of  a  lifetime.  A  chance  to  see  the  roots  of  modem  civi- 
lization. This  is  what  a  group  of  seven  Newton  North  Students 
experienced  when  they  went  on  the  Italian  summer  program  for 
two  and  half  weeks.  The  students  visited  many  cities  including 
Rome,  where  they  stayed  for  two  days.  They  saw  everything 
from  the  Colisseum  and  the  Roman  Forum  to  the  Trevi  Fountain 
and  the  Vatican,  but  the  best  part  of  the  trip,  as  almost  every- 
one will  agree,  was  the  gelato.  "There  were  definitely  too  many 
choices,  but  the  best  flavor  was  stracciatella  (more  commonly 
known  as  chocolate  chip),"  said  junior  Ann  Brodie.  After  Rome, 
the  group  went  to  AAarzocca,  a  little  town  outside  of  Ancona. 
There  they  stayed  in  a  hostel  overlooking  the  beach.  They  spent 
the  days  hanging  on  the  beach,  chilling  with  the  locals,  and  visit- 
ing sites  around  the  Le  Marche  region.  The  places  they  visited 
included  Urbania,  the  San  Leo  fortress  with  its  torture  chambers, 
and  Carnivale  floats  in  Fano.  The  group  also  got  to  make  paper 
in  Fabriano  and  see  how  olive  oil  is  made  at  the  Gallbrielloni 
Oil  Company.  "It  was  a  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  that  I 
wish  I  could  do  again.  Everything  was  different  from  here,  which 
makes  me  really  want  to  go  back  there,"  said  senior  Megan 
Kielty. 


While  most  students  planned  to  spend  their  summer  working  or 
going  off  to  summer  camp,  some  students  from  Newton  North 
decided  to  sign  up  for  the  Prague  trip  that  consisted  of  two 
weeks  of  visiting  many  historic  sites  in  Germany,  the  Czech 
Republic  and  Poland  with  day  trips  to  Lidice  and  the  Wieliczka 
Salt  Mines.  The  trip  consisted  of  many  visits  including  ones  to 
the  Old  Town  Square  in  Prauge  and  the  Auschwitz  concentra- 
tion camp  in  Poland.  Students  woke  up  every  morning  around 
8:00  am  to  eat  breakfast  and  attend  informational  meetings 
before  going  out  sight-seeing  around  the  breath-taking  cities. 
After  dinner  at  the  hotel,  they  had  the  remainder  of  the  night 
to  do  whatever  they  chose  to  do.

El  le  Beyer 
Escapes 
New  Orleans 


On  August  29,  2005,  Hurricane  Katrina  swept  across  the  Gulf  Coast,  destroying 
cities  unfortunate  enough  to  stand  in  its  way.  New  Orleans,  one  of  the  most  devastated,  was 
submerged  in  water  in  a  horrific  realization  of  the  fabled  drowning  of  Atlantis.  The  levees 
around  the  Mississippi  River  and  Lake  Pontchartrain  broke  under  the  pressure  of  the  water, 
flooding  the  low-lying  city  of  New  Orleans.  The  chaos  that  ensued  will  have  long-lasting 
effects  on  both  this  nation's  politics  and  its  economics. 

A  Newton  North  student,  Elle  Beyer,  was  witness  to  the  disaster.  Before  Hurricane 

Katrina  hit,  Elle  and  her  family  lived  in  New 
Orleans  Elle  attended  an  all-girls'  Catholic 
School  for  students  from  grades  eight  to 
twelve  where  uniforms  are  required  On 
Friday,  August  26,  however,  Elle  and  her 
mother  and  sister  received  news  that  Hurri- 
cane  Katrina  was  heading  their  way.  They 
were  "vertically  evacuated"  to  the  24th 
floor  of  a  hotel,  where  they  would  be  safe 
from  flooding.  Elle's  father  was  nowhere 
to  be  found.  On  Sunday,  August  28,  Elle's 
mother  took  her  and  her  sister  out  of  the 
hotel  to  go  shopping  for  the  basic  emergency  necessities  they  would  need. 

"On  Monday  morning,  the  hurricane  hit,  and  then  we  left  on  Tuesday,"  said  Elle, 
recounting  her  escape  from  the  city  she  grew  up  in.  There  were  other  problems  on  the 
as  well  "So  many  people  were  on  the  road...  you  don't  move."  Elle  and  her  family  fir^^&tt

As  part  of  an  effort  to  improve  the 
increasingly  important  SAT  tests,  the  College 
Board  released  a  modified  test  last  year  that 
contained  the  biggest  changes  since  the  test  was 
first  created  in  1926.  Proposed  in  February  of 
2001  by  University  of  California  President  Rich- 
ard Atkinson,  the  widespread  changes  included 

the  reorganization  of  the  test  into  three  sections  (math,  critical  reading,  and  writing);  more  possible 
points  alloted  (2400,  instead  of  1600);  the  addition  of  a  student-written  essay  and  higher  level 
math,  and  the  elimination  of  analogies  and  quantitative  comparisons.  The  changes  were  officially 
announced  on  June  27,  2002,  and  were  first  implemented  on  the  October  2004  PSAT  and 
March  2005  SAT. 

As  the  first  class  to  take  the  new  test,  the  seniors-then  juniors-had  to  prepare  for 
it  without  any  previous  tests  as  comparison.  The  changes  instantly  made  any  old  review  books 
obsolete,  requring  the  seniors  to  buy  new  books  instead  of  inheriting  them  from  older  siblings.  The 
changes  caused  some  consternation  amoung  seniors  who  had  been  expecting  the  traditional  test. 
"The  old  one  was  less  annoying"  explains  senior  Ian  Bullock,  who  had  taken  the  old  SAT  before 
the  changes  were  made,  "Writing  with  a  pencil  is  really  tiring." 

The  modifications  in  the  SATs  also  changed  the  way  some  teachers  taught  their  curricu- 
lum. "It  has  affected  me  in  that  I  do  more  of  a  focus  on  common  grammar  errors,  because  that  seems 
to  be  the  focus  now"  English  teacher  Robb  Fessler  said.  Several  teachers  noticed  a  slight  lessening 
in  the  importance  of  vocabulary,  though  it  still  plays  a  significant  role.  Overall,  students  proved  to 
be  adaptable  and  hopefully  the  improvements  will  succeed  in  creating  the  fair  tests  that  the  SATs 
were  intended  to  be.

Ten  years  ago  pocket  size  gadgets  were  a  thought  of  the  future.  Today  it's  com- 
pletely normal  for  teens  to  own  these  gadgets,  such  as  cell  phones,  iPods,  MP3  players, 
and  PSP's.  It  seems  extraordinary  how  fast  technology  has  changed  in  the  past  years.  Teens 
these  days  seem  very  dependent  on  their  gadgets  A  survey  shows  that  more  than  half  the 
student  population  at  Newton  North  High  School  owns  a  cell  phone  Teens  are  spending  an 
average  of  1-3  hours  per  day  on  their  cells.  Going  a  day  without  a  cell  phone  is  "annoying 
because  I  want  to  call  people"  said  freshman  Michele  Kaufman.  Students  can  spend  as  much 
as  1/4  of  their  day  using  iPods  and  cell  phones.

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Tattoos  and  Piercinqs  at  North 


"Tattoos  are  either  considered  a  cool  way  to  express  yourself,  or  a 
bad  waste  of  time  and  money  to  the  kids  at  North."  says  senior  Bristian  Jus- 
tice. Justice,  who  has  two  tattoos  of  her  own,  believes  the  former.  Every  year 
around  spring,  when  most  of  the  seniors  have  turned  or  are  turning  18,  a  rash 
of  tattoos  explodes  on  Main  Street.  Boys  come  into  school  with  large  crosses, 
tribal  tattoos,  and  symbols  emblazoned  upon  their  arms  and  legs,  while  girls 
come  in  with  still-pink  skin  on  their  lower  backs,  shoulders  and  ankles  from  four 
leaf  clovers,  stars,  and  -  you  guessed  it  -  tribal  tattoos.  "I  think  you  should 
just  relax  about  it.  I  know  so  many  people  who  think  that  getting  a  tattoo  is 
harmful  to  your  body  and  a  waste,  but  I  think  that  you  can  have  fun  with  it;

There's  a  new  song  on  the  radio,  a  song  that  I  like  and  that  I've  heard  several  times  since  hearing  that  Dot  had  left  us  last  week.  Its  sweet  refrain  is  "you're  beautiful, 
you're  beautiful,  you're  beautiful  to  me". 

Dot  was  beautiful  to  everyone  in  the  WL  department  and  she  was  indeed  beautiful  to  me.  There  is  no  question  that  she  was  an  exceptional  secretary.  She  was 
consummately  competent,  had  an  ability  to  multi-task  land  problem  solve  like  no  one  I've  even  known.  She  knew  just  about  everything  when  it  came  to  this  school  and  certainly 
to  the  department.  And  when  on  those  rare  occasions,  she  didn't  know,  she  found  out  within  ten  seconds  flat.  She  was  conscientious  and  highly  efficient;  in  fact  she  had  her 
own  foreign  language-  her  shorthand-which  always  made  me  marvel.

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North  in  Trumbull,  Connecticut  I  had  a  million  interests  in  high  school,  and  it  was  reflected  in  my  college  search  --  I  actually  applied  to  eight  different  colleges 
with  seven  different  majors,  I  attended  Bucknell  University  in  Lewisburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  graduated  in  1984  with  majors  in  English  and  music  as  well  as  a 
minor  in  theatre.

Mathematics  has  been  studied  for  millenia.  Conceived  at  the 
dawn  of  human  civilization  and  trade,  it  was  more  thoroughly  developed 
during  the  classical  period  by  the  ancient  Greeks  and  Romans.  Despite  its 
early  history,  math  is  still  on  the  cutting  edge  of  technology  and  invention. 

Because  of  this,  many  math  classes  here  at  North  required  the 
use  of  advanced  technologies  such  as  computers  and  graphing  calcula- 
tors. Graphing  calculators  in  particular  became  particularly  prevalent  due 
to  their  aid  in  creating  visual  representations  of  complicated  equations. 
Though  the  manuals  are  nearly  as  heavy  as  the  calculators  are--which  is  to 
say,  very-once  you  have  learned  how  to  use  these  resources,  they  can  be 
an  invaluable  tool. 

Many  students,  however,  learned  that  their  calculators  provide 


another  much-appreciated  service:  they  could  hold  arcade-like  games. 
Traded  from  one  student  to  another  via  cable,  these  games  ranged  in 
type  and  complexity.  These  features  also  proved  a  distraction  to  students 
during  classes,  as  many  teachers  learned  to  their  dismay. 

Nevertheless,  advanced  technology  such  as  these  is  the  future 
of  the  mathematical  world.  Mathematicians  are  in  demand  in  this  high- 
tech world  in  which  gadgets  become  increasingly  more  complex.  By  using 
and  becoming  comfortable  with  technology  now,  North  students  will  be 
better  equipped  to  handle  it  in  the  future.  This  early  introduction  to  more 
advanced  media  is  one  of  the  distinguishing  features  of  an  education  at 
North  and  one  that  will  serve  us  well  throughout  our  lives.

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The  Foreign  Language  Department  and  teachers  found  creative  meth- 
ods and  unique  opportunities  to  enhance  foreign  language  classes  and 
curricula.  They  strove  to  discover  the  perfect  combination  of  basic 
grammar,  mechanics,  and  activities  that  emphasized  the  originality 
of  other  cultures;  this  task  could  be  challenging  but  the  results  were 
always  worth  the  effort.  Their  innovative  teaching  methods  ultimately 
resulted  in  students'  not  only  learning  a  new  language,  but  also  a  new 
culture.  Spanish  classes  listen  to  songs  like  "jAy  Carmelina!"  "Bonito", 
and  "Ojala  Que  Llueva  Cafe."  The  students  also  read  the  short  novel 
Sonar  un  Crimen  and  created  their  own  Spanish  soap  operas.  Italian 
students  may  read  stories  such  as  L'Esfate  and  La  Strada  Chen  Non 
Andava  in  Nessun  Posto  and  have  an  Italian-styled  class  lunch  in  the 
International  Cafe.  In  French  classes,  students  enjoyed  movies  including 


La  Bourn  and  La  Vie  en  Rose.  They  also  baked  French  desserts  such  as 
bouches  de  noel  and  created  their  own  French  news  broadcasts.  For  the 
more  adventurous  foreign  language  student  there  were  trips  to  other 
countries  that  lasted  up  to  two  weeks  and  exchange  programs  that 
lasted  up  to  a  month.  Students  spent  their  time  visiting  local  historical  sites 
or  museums,  sampling  delicious  new  foods,  and  interacting  with  a  culture 
different  from  their  own.  When  students  from  other  countries  came  here 
they  were  welcomed  into  our  classrooms  and  asked  questions  about 
their  daily  routine,  their  school,  what  they  do  for  fun.  and  the  biggest 
cultural  differences  they  noticed  during  their  stay.  At  the  end  of  the  year, 
students  left  their  foreign  language  classes  with  wonderful  memories  of 
interesting  in-class  experiences,  fun  group  projects,  and  new  friendships 
from  around  the  world.

No,  artists  just 
need  to  be  dedicated  to  their  work.  Newton  North  provided  classes  for  artists  of  any  level  and 
ability.  They  had  a  chance  to  try  new  techniques  and  find  a  medium  that  works  best  for  them.  Span- 
ning a  broad  range  from  ceramics  to  photography  to  watercolors,  students  had  the  opportunities 
to  express  themselves  in  numerous  ways.  They  created  portfolios  and  displayed  their  work  in  the 
hallways  around  school- 
As  seniors,  students  in  Honors  Art  Major  4  had  the  opportunity  to  design  and  paint  a 
mural  on  the  walls  of  the  school,  creating  a  lasting  impression.  We  often  see  these  murals  as  we're 
walking  down  the  halls,  brightening  the  otherwise  dull  interior.  Last  year,  the  seniors  began  painting 
their  murals  on  canvas  instead,  so  that  the  murals  could  be  moved  when  a  new  school  was  built 
This  was  the  first  time  since  the  tradition  was  started  that  they  were  not  painted  on  the  bricks 
themselves. 

Despite  budget  cuts  and  the  combining  of  the  Art  and  Music  Departments  under  one 
head,  teachers  still  found  new  ways  to  inspire  their  students  and  encourage  their  creative  tenden- 
cies.

Student  choose  some  select  pieces  that  they 
feel  are  their  best  works,  and  hang  them  up  around  the  art  rooms.  Each  year,  it  seems  more  and 
more  people  come  to  the  Art  Mornings,  eager  to  see  the  products  of  so  much  hard  work  and 
dedication.

Goodbye  It's  a  word  thai  I  don't  often  think  of  with  fondness.  Something  about 
goodbye  scares  me.  Yet  it's  a  daily  part  of  my  life.  I  say  it  to  my  husband  over  an  absent  kiss 
before  I  scurry  off  to  work  or  a  meeting.  I  say  it  to  friends  and  long  distance  relatives  every 
time  I  hang  up  the  telephone  like  it's  a  reflex.  I  even  say  it  to  strangers  I've  never  seen  before  as 
I  stand  in  front  of  a  cash  register  or  drive  by  a  toll  booth.  Once  I  challenged  myself  to  count  the 
number  of  times  I  say  goodbye  each  day;  after  three  hours,  I'd  said  goodbye  over  fifty-seven 
times.  I  even  stopped  counting. 

Since  my  husband  accepted  a  teaching  position  in  the  graduate  education  program 
at  Bard  College  in  New  York's  beautiful  Hudson  Valley  last  spring,  I've  been  preparing  to  say 
goodbye  to  Newton  North  High  School,  too.

Perhaps  because  I  have  been  meditating  on  the  word  goodbye,  the  title  of  Thornton 
Wilder's  1938  play  Our  Town  almost  instantly  flew  from  my  lips  when  Theatre  Ink  director 
Adam  Brown  asked  me  what  play  I  wanted  to  direct.  Wilder's  calls  to  see  -  and  not  just  to 

look  at  -  the  astounding  beauty  of  the  people  and  things  we  see  every  single  day  but  somehow  always  take  fror  granted  both  inspires  and  moves  me.  It  is  a  message  that  I  hope  you 
will  better  understand  now  that  you've  added  the  play  to  your  memory. 

Listening  to  Wilder's  magical  words  for  nearly  two  months  has  reminded  me  each  day  to  seize  life,  but  the  lesson  is  emphemeral  -  by  the  time  I've  driven  home  from  rehearsal, 
it  has  somehow  escaped  me.  Perhaps  I  am  too  self-absorbed  to  drink  in  all  that  life  has  to  offer  me.  Perhaps  I  do  not  want  to  reconcile  myself  to  the  fact  that,  like  several  of  the 
characters  in  Our  Town,  I,  too,  will  one  day  say  goodbye  to  this  beatiful  home  I  call  earth  and  to  this  miracle  I  call  life.  Or  perhaps  I  am  simply  avoiding  the  last,  painful  goodbye  that 
I  know  is  coming  in  June. 

I  cannot  express  how  grateful  I  am  to  you  -  the  cast  and  crew  of  Our  Town  -  for  believing  in  this  project  as  ferverently  as  I  do  and  for  trusting  my  vision  of  the  play.  What 
great  joy  I  will  feel  when  I  turn  the  production  over  to  you  on  opening  night!  It  is  your  play  now.  You  own  it.  And  no  one  can  ever  take  it  away  from  you.  You  have  succeeded'  Please 
know  that  I  believe  in  each  and  every  one  of  you  and  thank  you  for  all  you've  given  me.  I  am  a  rich  man 
Goodbye.

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While  Newton  North  students  are  just  getting  their  start,  Adam 
Brown,  head  of  the  Theatre  Arts  Programs,  is  an  experienced  actor,  teacher 
and  director.  Since  third  grade,  Mr.  Brown  has  had  an  interest  in  theatre. 
At  Hillcrest  High  School  in  Jamaica  Queens,  New  York,  he  participated 
in  a  Theatre  Careers  program  that  was  similar  to  a  college  major.  They 
put  on  many  shows  and  had  classes  in  theatre  each  day.  As  a  student  at 
Binghamton  University  he  continued  acting,  but  also  had  the  opportunity 
to  direct.  After  doing  a  lot  of  acting,  Mr.  Brown  started  to  see  visions  of 
how  he  would  have  chosen  to  direct  the  plays  he  was  in.  That  was  when 
he  developed  his  interest  in  directing.  The  first  play  he  directed  was  The 
Mousetrap  by  Agatha  Christie.  Since  Mr.  Brown  started  acting  at  a  young 
age,  he  has  had  an  idea  of  what  the  students  are  going  through.  He  loves 
to  watch  as  they  grow  and  develop  their  own  style  as  actors  and  directors. 
"To  help  others  go  through  that  process  is  incredible,"  said  Mr.  Brown 

Newton  North  seniors  Meng  Lu  and  Alicia  Hurst  have  been  given 
the  opportunity  to  experiment  while  directing  The  Art  of  Dining  by  Tina 
Howe.  They  had  to  start  planning  during  their  junior  year  by  choosing  a 
cooperative  partner,  and  an  interesting  play,  and  then  writing  a  40-page 
application,  testing  their  dedication  to  the  show.  Directing  has  been  a  goal 
for  both  of  them  "since  freshman  year"  they  said  simultaneously.  However, 
their  interest  in  acting  goes  back  to  elementary  school. 

Picking  the  play  is  a  crucial  part  of  the  entire  process.  Meng 
and  Alicia  went  to  the  library  and  got  many  different  scripts.  They  then 
narrowed  their  list  down  to  nine  intriguing  plays  and  divided  the  reading 
between  the  two  of  them.  After  reading  only  five  pages,  Alicia  immediately 
chose  The  Art  of  Dining. 

According  to  Alicia,  the  audition  process  was  "hard  and  scary." 
It  is  hard  to  match  up  actors  with  characters,  especially  when  the  directors 
only  had  a  chance  to  see  a  small  example  of  each  person's  acting  ability. 
For  example,  a  talented  actor  may  not  necessarily  be  the  best  fit  for  the 
character  in  question.  Having  to  choose  a  cast  was  a  challenge  they  would 
"never  wish  on  someone"  said  Alicia. 

Directing  is  a  huge  commitment,  taking  about  20  hours  a  week 
both  in  and  out  of  school.  However,  "seeing  the  vision  come  true"  makes  all 
the  hard  work  worthwhile,  said  Meng.  Although  it  is  extremely  busy,  hard 
and  tiring,  "  I  would  never  trade  this  experience,"  remarked  Meng.  While 
they  are  excellent  directors,  they  are  still  learning  and  taking  advantage  of 
great  advice  from  Mr.  Brown.

After  graduating  only  four  seniors  from  the  2004  team,  a  team  that  reached  the  however,  is  eager  to  get  back  on  the  field, 
state  semifinals,  expectations  for  this  year's  team  were  high.    In  fact,  the  Boston 
Globe  rated  the  Tigers  #2  in  its  first  poll  of  the  season. 

The  team  got  off  to  a  strong  start,  winning  the  championship  game  of  the 
Tiger  Kickoff  Classic  against  Marshfield,  a  state  finalist  in  2004  -  that  loss  would 
be  Marshfield's  only  loss  until  the  state  tournament. 

During  the  regular  season,  the  Tigers  finished  12-4-3  in  the  most  competi- 
tive league  in  the  entire  state.  Eight  Bay  State  League  teams  participated  in  the 
post-season  state  tournament,  and  these  teams  accumulated  25  wins  during  the 
tournament.
